New controversy disclosed

Pastors honor ‘Jesus” by 
leading march thru Romulus

Last week Environmental Dis¬ 
posal Systems (EDS) filed a mo¬ 
tion in Wayne County Circuit 
Court asking permission to be¬ 
come a party (intervene) in the 
lawsuit filed by Romulus, Taylor 
and Wayne County against the 
Michigan Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality (MDEQ). 

In that lawsuit the county and 
two cities are challenging MDEQ s 
issuance of a permit for EDS to 
construct a storage and process¬ 
ing facility to use in conjunction 
with a hazardous waste deep in¬ 
jection well in Romulus. 

In a nine page filing (plus a 
two-page exhibit) available to the 
public, EDS argued that its inter¬ 
ests could not be properly defend¬ 
ed by the State Attorney General’s 
office. That office would be de¬ 
fending the MDEQ’s claim it fol¬ 
lowed proper procedure in is¬ 
suance of the permit 

In the document, EDS said, 
‘This litigation is yet another part 
of a series of meritless attempts by 
petitioners to stop EDS’s pro¬ 
posed construction of an injection 
well on its property...” 

The filing goes on to relate the 
history of the various controver¬ 
sies and court actions (involving 
both the first well site on 
Wahrman at Northline and the 
Citrin Drive site) that preceded 
the current lawsuit 

The document then introduces 
a new controversy. It claims, 
“Demonstrating how desperate 
the City of Romulus is to stop or 
delay EDS’ well, the Romulus 
Mayor even sent a letter to prop¬ 
erty owners near the Citrin Drive 
Facility in a disingenuous effort to 
create fear and gain support for 
yet another potential lawsuit”

This litigation is yet 
another part of a series of 
meritless attempts by peti¬ 
tioners to stop EDS’s 
proposed construction of 
an injection well on 
its property .

Mayor Oakley is accused a 
making a false statement in the 
letter (attached as an exhibit to 
the filing). The letter suggest that 
EDS might be guilty of “trespass” 
in that “these compounds, even 
though hundreds of feet below the 
surface would eventually cross 
property lines and find their way 
to your property, without your per¬ 
mission or authorization ” 

EDS points out that, “The liq¬ 
uid waste will be disposed ap¬ 
proximately one mile below the 
surface, rather than a few hun¬ 
dred feet The disposal is legal, 
under federal and state permits, 
and will not create hazards to any 
adjoining property owners.” 

MDEQ Director Russ Harding 
made an oblique reference to the 
Citrin Drive well site in an inter¬ 
view with the Herald Express 
newspaper. He said, “Now in 
deep-well injection, that’s a very, 
very safe technology. The risk 
compared to the tank farm next 
door is tiny.” 

Harding was referring to the 
gasoline storage tanks located 
next door to the proposed well 
site. 

A hearing was to have been 
held last Thursday (April 12th) in 
circuit court to determine if EDS 
would be allowed to become a 
party in the lawsuit The decision 
may have been made public by 
the time this article is published.

Pentecostal Missionary Baptist 


minister, Reverend Aurthur Willis 
said to the multi-racial crowd at 
the communion service, “I believe 
this is what heaven will look like - 
all races together. We want to 
show Romulus and the world that 
we are together. This is true fel¬ 
lowship.” He added, “We want to 
let the whole world know that Je¬ 
sus is alive.” 

Once at the park the crowd 
gathered around the gazebo, sang 
hymns familiar to all, and several 
pastors spoke on the death, burial, 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ 
for the hour long service. 

The Romulus Pastor’s Associa¬ 
tion will also be sponsoring a gath¬ 
ering on May 3rd around the Ro¬ 
mulus flagpole from 12:00 -1:00 to 
commemorate the annual Nation¬ 
al Day of Prayer.

Mr. James, an Immigration 
and Naturalization Service offi¬ 
cer, passed away on April 10. 

Mr. James and Naomi were 
married on Aug. 22,1953. 


Naomi bravely attempted to 
carry out her duties as council 
member Monday night but quiet¬ 
ly slipped away from the council 
table as the session began. 

“It’s been hard, very hard,” 
she said. “We have had a very 
beautiful life together” 

Born Feb. 7, 1916 in Hawk- 
inville, Georgia, Mr. James was 
the first bom of throe children to 
the union of Joseph H. James 
and Carrie Cook James. His sis¬ 
ter, Louise Wilson, and brother, 
Harry H. James, preceded him in 


death. 

He completed his early educa¬ 
tion and high school studies in 
McCrae, Georgia, and graduated 
from Tuskegee Institute, earning 
an Industrial Ails degree. 

Mr. James served in the U. S. 
Anny for 2 1/2 year and saw ac¬ 
tion in the South Pacific during 
World War II. He was honorably 
discharged with the rank of First 
Seigeant

when he was transferred to the 
Detroit District Office. 

Mr. James was promoted from 
Detention Officer to Immigration 
Inspector at the Northern Border 
in Detroit Then, in 1974, he was 
promoted to the position of Su¬ 
pervisory Immigration Inspector 
Three and a half years later, Mr. 
James was promoted to Assistant 
Inspector in Charge of Inspec¬

tired in January of 1982. 

Samuel met Naomi Jones, his 
love of his life in 1952, and they 
were married Aug 22, 1953.

As if Van Buren Public Schools hadn’t enough 
public image problems, what with the recent school

What happens when the City 
Council (with the Mayor’s acquies¬ 
cence) thumbs its nose at the city 
charter, runs up bills of over one 
million dollars for lawyers operat¬ 
ing in violation of the charter, and 
routinely violates the Open Meet¬ 
ings Act? In Romulus, the answer 
is nothing, so far 

The City Charter requires the 
Corporation Counsel (City Attor¬ 
ney) to “prosecute and defend, in 
the name of the City, all cases in 
all courts and before all legally 
constituted tribunals whenever 
the City is a party thereto.” (Sec¬ 
tion 5.7(g)(3) of the charter.) What 
part of “all” do the council and 
mayor not understand? 

At the beginning of the litiga¬ 
tion on the hazardous waste deep 
injection well, the then City Attor¬ 
ney did coordinate the work of 
“special counsel” hired for their 
expertise on the subject and was 
listed on court documents as rep¬ 
resenting the city This conformed 
to the charter requirement 

Another provision of the char¬ 
ter allows either the mayor or 
council to hire special counsel to 



assist the City Attorney. 

When the current mayor took 
office, he replaced the City Attor¬ 
ney and the council hired the for¬ 
mer city attorney as a special 
counsel. From that day forward to 
the present, the current City Attor¬ 
ney has had no involvement in the 
lawsuits and hearings before vari¬ 
ous courts and tribunals. 

This is not just a technical vio¬ 
lation of the charter. The charter 
also requires the City Attorney to 
file all legal documents involving 
the city with the City Clerk for in¬ 
spection by the public. Since the 
City Attorney is not involved, this 
is not being done. The result is to 
deny the public the access re¬ 
quired by the charter. 

In the past, “special counsel” 
have participated in closed coun¬ 
cil sessions, without the City Attor¬ 


ney, in illegal discussions of tactics 
not relevant to existing litigation 
as required by the Open Meetings 
Act 

Perhaps the most serious ille¬ 
gal actions taken by the counsel 
on various occasions, consists of 
making decisions in closed meet¬ 
ings and then voting to implement 
them (in open session) without 
disclosing what actions are being 
approved. This is exactly what the 
Open Meetings Act is supposed to 
prevent 

Knowing violations of both the 
City Charter and the Open Meet¬ 
ings Act carry criminal penalties 
against individuals including both 
fines and jail time. 

Prosecutors don’t normally 
take cases that are merely techni¬ 
cal violations that don’t have the 
effect of hiding government ac¬ 
tions from the public. It may be 
another matter where there is a 
pattern of actions clearly designed 
to keep the public in the dark. 

We will not know until some¬ 
one finally files a criminal com¬ 
plaint

Despite the Sumptuary laws of 
1517, which limited the number of 
courses a noble man could serve 
to seven or less, Henry put out 
quite a spread. 

Aqcording to Carolly Erickson 
(Great Harry: the Extravagant Life 
of Henry VIID , the royal waitress¬ 
es served “heaping trays of meat 
and fish.” 

Detailed ceremonies dictated 
what was served: 

“First the server and his assis¬ 
tants brought in the large, whole¬ 
footed birds such as swans, geese 
and drakes, then the smaller 
birds, then baked meats and fish 
in their proper order, then fruit 
and sweets. Apprentice serving 
men memorized the names and 
serving order of hundreds of dish¬ 
es, a task made complicated by 
the variety of names used for a 
single creature at different stages 
of its growth.” 

Depending on their size, eels 
could be called eels sniggs, or 
scafflings. Some sparlings were 
sprats. Some shrimps were 
sprawns, others crevices. 

Ceremonies also dictated how 
food was served: 

“Once the names were mas¬ 
tered, complex carving tech¬ 
niques had to be leamed-which 
portions of each animal were to 
be discarded as inedible and 
which were delicacies. A skilled 
carver learned to slice brawn, 
splat a pike, unbrace a mallard 
and barb a lobster. He had to 
know that bitterns were not 


carved like turtledoves or plovers, 
and that there was a correct sauce 
for every meat-garlic for beef and 
goose, ginger for fawn, salt and 
cinnamon for woodcock and 
thrush, verjuice for veal and mul¬ 
let, exotic sauces of amber, musk 
and rosewater for other dishes.” 

In other words, food is fit for a 
king, chased down the pipe by 
drink fit for a king: 

“Wines in endless variety 
washed down every course and 
dish,” wrote Ericksoa 

Yet despite all the eating, 
which Ms. Todd dislikes, Henry 
shared a common trait with An¬ 
gela: he was fit 

Of her fitness, Ms. Todd wrote: 
‘Time to do my one hour of callis¬ 
thenics, including 150-300 sit-ups. 
I’m almost 54, not 94! At least I am 
proud of myself, even if no one 
else is.” 

^et Henry put days, not hours, 
in the jousting gym and in tourna¬ 
ments, fighting secretly until one 
day his helmet came off and an in¬ 
discreet goon recognized him and 
screamed, “God save the king.” 

Afterwards, Henry took on all 
comers, flinging his spear farther 
than any knight setting the stan- 
daid for dealing death with a two- 
handed sword. 

Not only was this glutton fit he 
was brilliant speaking many lan¬ 
guages; creative, composing 
madrigals; religious, founding the 
church of England; and a great fa¬ 
ther, raising his daughter Eliza¬ 
beth into a wise queen. Perhaps if 
he had chowed down a few more 
eels, he would have even been a 
more politically correct husband. 

Yes, Ms. Todd, “the body is a 
temple,” as you write. But ever 
since ancient times, food has been 
offered to the gods of any re¬ 
spectable temple. 

Feasting is not only kingly, it’s 
godly.

Council to seek 
funding for 
‘Cops in schools’ 


Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki has asked and re¬ 
ceived support from mayor and 
council for a resolution that would 
enable the department to seek a 
grant to fund the 'Cops in 
Schools’ program. 

Sumeracki explained that in 
1998, the Michigan State Police 
developed a program that provid¬ 
ed 'Teaching, Educating and 
Mentoring’, known by the 
acronym, “TEAM”. He stressed 
that many communities are using 
the program to augment the 
DAR.E. program. 

The TEAM, curriculum has 
age specific lessons from kinder¬ 
garten through high school, rang¬ 
ing from the “Big 5” safety rules to 
understanding the court system. 

“The program is designed to 
have a flexible approach that can 
be easily molded to each school,” 
Sumeracki explained. 

The police chief went on to say 
that the grant provides up to 
$125,000 over three years for 
salary and benefits for an addi¬ 
tional entry level officer 

“If the amount of the project is 
less than $125,000, there is no lo¬ 
cal match required.” 

Some law enforcement officers 
have expressed concerns that if 
Congress doesn’t provide the nec¬ 
essary funding for such programs 
such as DARE. (Drug Abuse Re-

The seminar, organized by the 
Wayne County Family Indepen¬ 
dence Agency, will be staged from 
10 am. to 2 p.m. on April 25 at the 
Wayne Recreation Center, 4635 
Howe Road. 

The seminar will address the 
causes of early child death which 
include the lack of medical care 
for both the mother and infant, in¬ 
adequate nutrition and poor par¬ 
enting, according to WCFLA offi¬ 
cials. Infant mortality occurs 
when an infant dies before reach¬ 
ing his or her first birthday. 

Dr Roger Smith, OB/GYN from 
Oakwood Hospital, will deliver a 
keynote address at the seminar. 
Each attendee will receive a dia¬ 
per bag filled with baby supplies 
and gift certificates. 

Participants will also have the 


opportunity to win prizes in a raf¬ 
fle. 

“Early intervention, through 
proper medical care and prenatal 
care, helps prevent low birth 
weight and identifies conditions 
and behaviors that often cause or 
aggravate low birth weight such as 
smoking or drug and alcohol 
abuse,” said Linda Upshaw, Pro¬ 
ject Zero coordinator at the FA 
Taylor director office. 

“This is the second seminar for 
Downriver and Western Wayne 
County residents cosponsored by 
the Western Wayne Coalition 
which includes the Wayne County 
Family Independence Agency, 
Wayne County Community Child 
Care Coordinating Council,

sistance Education), Cops in 
Schools, and additional police of¬ 
ficers, the recent violence in 
schools, drug use and juvenile-re¬ 
lated crime will increase. 

In his memo to City Manager 
John Zech, Sumeracki pointed out 
that “in the past several years 
drug use by adolescent students 
and acts of violence in schools 
throughout the country has 
prompted police officers to as¬ 
sume various roles in area 
schools. 

“We have had a School Liaison 
Officer assigned to Wayne Memor¬ 
ial High School since 1993, and 
have been active in the DARE 
program since 1989. Both pro¬ 
grams have been well received by 
the community and schools,” the 
police chief stressed. 

Sumeracki said he has had 
conversation with Dr. Greg Bara- 
cy, superintendent of Wayne-West¬ 
land Community Schools, regard¬ 
ing TEAM, and the possibility of 
adding a School Resource Officer 
at FYanklin Junior High Schools. 

Sumeracki said that Dr. Baracy 
is “extremely interested in part¬ 
nering this endeavor, and indicat¬ 
ed the school would be interested 
in continuing the program at the 
end of the grant period by provid¬ 
ing funding in the same manner 
as the High School Liaison Offi¬ 
cer.

Tamil! fun’ arcade 
ok-ed at Westland mall 


Simulated gunfire and explo¬ 
sions will be sounding again at the 
Westland Shopping Center after 
the city council approved a new 
arcade with 35 games. 

However, neither smutty nor vi¬ 
olent games will be allowed at the 
arcade, which will be located be¬ 
tween Kohls and J.C. Penny in the 
former site of a vacated arcade. 

“About 95% of our games are 
rated suitable for all ages,” said 
Hugh Connor, owner of Alpha 
Amusement “We’re a family fun 
center.” 

The clean games will bear a 
green sticker to identify them as 
appropriate for kids. 

The remaining 5% of the games 
will bear yellow stickers warning 
users of slight violence, mild sexu¬ 
al content and a few crude words, 
Connor said. 

Young kids discovered playing 
the yellow-stickered games will be 
bribed with free tokens to switch 
to green-coded machines, he said. 

“Are you sure that there are no 
machines with four-letter words 
coming out?” asked Council- 
woman Eileen DeHart 

“One hundred percent sure,” 
said Connor. “We’re a family fun 


shop, not a pornography book 
shop.” 

To make sure that no violent or 
adult games were installed, De¬ 
Hart persuaded the council to ap¬ 
prove the arcade subject to those 
limitations. 

Connor assured Councilman 
Joe Eadeh that the arcade will 
provide security for its teenage 
patrons. 

“I have a grandson who likes 
playing video games. I don’t want 
him hassled,” Connor said. 

Troublemakers will either be 
handled by the arcade’s staff or 
turned over to mall security, he 
said. As owner-operators of a trou¬ 
ble-free arcade in tough central 
Detroit, Alpha Amusement is 
skilled at running a smooth opera¬ 
tion. 

“We don’t want kids hanging or 
bullying around for two reasons,” 
he continued. “One, they would 
give us bad name; and, two, we 
would not be making any money.” 

Based in Sterling Heights, Al¬ 
pha Amusement will be able to 
monitor the arcade every day, 
Connor said. 

The company is returning to 


the mall after a long hiatus. When 
Hudson’s used to have a basement 
store, Alpha Amusement operated 
a basement arcade that was shut 


down when Hudson’s closed its 
basement store. 

“We’re happy to be back in sub¬ 
urban Westland,” Connor said.
